Indianapolis, Jan. 22.— After Preil- 
ident Mitchell opened the miners' cop- 
iTtetlon, th* credential* oommittee 
•mtk oaUed on and ita ehainnan read 
the report which seated practically 
all of the delegates. Delegates from 
unions that are In arrears on assess- 
BMnts were seated on pledc* that 
tkegr woald have their unloni pay up. 
The auditing committee made its re- 
port, which was generally covered by 
the report made Tuesday by Secre- 
tary-Treasurer W. B. Wilson, and by 
other oflloera. 

A reaolution of sympathy and snp- 
port for the hoot and shoe workers o| 
Lynn, Mass., who are out on strike, 
iwas passed. A resolution from Ken- 
tacky favored separating that state 
and forming it into a separate inde- 
pendent district. It was referred to 
the executive committee. 

Then there came a clash between 
the conservative and socialist fac- 
tions. It originated in a reaolution 
from a local union farorlBg an expres- 
elon of government ownership of 
coal mines and railroads. A motion 
on the part of the conservatives to 
table it brought on a long discussion, 
and many of the leaden of the two 
factions were heard. The soeiaUat fac- 
tion based their arguments on the an- 
thracite strike and the combination of 
coal companies and railroads and 
that a tendency not to treat with min- 
ers, "according to the laws of man 
or Ood" made It neceiiary for the 
government to take such action. Del- 
egate Walker of Illinois said that the 
coal companies and railroads were 
now in a coihhinatlon injurloua to the 
interests of the people and were hold- 
ing hack coal to boost prices. Dele- 
gate Lusk of West Virginia also charg- 
ed heartless attitude of coal operat- 
ors and railroads to not only the min- 
ers, but to the people. The controv- 
ersy was finally ended for the time on 
a motion of Chris Bvans of Ohio to 
refer the matter back to the oom- 
mittee. 

The initiative and referendum again 
came up. but it was tabled on the sug- 
gestion of Delegate Ryan of nilnols. 
who said the question meant an Inter- 
minable political squabVle. The co- 
operative store matter was also again 
brought before the convention, but It 
was the opinion of a majority of the 
drtegstes that the miners, as a union, 
should not Indorse the co-operative 
plan. 

STRIKK rmiMissiON. 

A Statement of Slltchell Chnlleugrd. 
Counsel's Reply. 
Philadelphia. Jan. 22. — Thomas 
Thomas, a district superintendent of 

the Lehigh Valley Coni com- 
pany, was the fli-st witness cm lied be- 
fore the coal strike coimniKsion. Mr. 
Thomas stated that prior to the strike 
of 1900, the company had no dilBcuIty 
in getting the contract miners to pro- 
duceextracarsof coal, when necessary 
to meet the demand. Alter the strike, 
he said, the company was unable to 
get the men t& load more than a cer- 
tain number of cars each dav. 

At one point, Counsel Torrey of the 
Delaware and Hudson company, chal- 
lenged Mr. Mitchell's statement tifkt 
S.OOO miners were idle in the anthra- 
cite region. He had investigated the 
statement and said Mr. Mitchell could 
not produce 10 per cent of the num- 
ber. Counsel fur the miners said it 
Mr, Mitchell's statements were irre 
sponsible, it was "due to bis associa- 
tion with Baer and Markle." These 
men, counsel said, made statements 
to the president of the United States 
that "were absolutely false — extremely 
and inexcusably false." Continuing, 
he said that before ■ the commission 
adjourns he would "show that the 
companies and not the miners are 
guilty of restricting the output. If I 
do not," be exclaimed, I will go back 
to Chicago and ask the commission to 
find against us."

He was born near Vancebnrg 
and spent bis early life there and at 
Flemingsbnrg. For several years he had 
been Chief Counsel for the L. and N. 
Railroad Company. His wife, who sur- 
vives him, is a daughter of Gov. Helm. 
Judge Bruce was at one time Uonunon- 
wealth's Attorney of this district. 

A man who had bad three large can- 
cers removed by a specialist at Greene- 
ville near Wbeelinir, passed throuitb the 
city to-day, after staying at Washington 
last niKbt, on his wsy to the home of a 
son near Vancebnrg. One of the cancers 
wss as large as a pear and of that shape, 
and was pronounced a very malignant 
type. The otbeM also were large and 
greatly inflamed. He appeared cheerful, 
and thouKbt he was permanently bene- 
fitted. He had been at Washington 
abootayoar ago.

Carthy received the blow in the 15th 
round. It was on the body, but the 
youth fell and his hegd ttruok the 
floor with great force. He becam<* 
unconycious and all efforts to revive 
him were futile. McCarthy was 1>< 
years of age and was a pupil at a New 
York high sohool. 

STRUCK A rREIOHl". 

Passenger Train Plunge* Into a 81d« 
Ing and is Consumed. 

Kansas City, Jan. 22. — Northbound 
exproFs No. 104 on the St. 
Louis and San Francisco rail- 
road, was wrecked four miles 
south of South Oreenfleld, Mo. 
The entire train, consisting of bag- 
gage car, mall car, smoker and com- 
mon coach, chair car and one sleeper, 
left the track, caught fire oiid was 
consumed. Fred Fisher of Fort Scott, 
the engineer, was killed instantly: 
Fireman JM Gilbert of Fort Scott was 
seriously hurt, and several passen- 
gers injured. A wrecking train car- 
rying physicians left for the scene 
from Springfield, which is 35 miles 
south of South Oreenfleld. 

The wreck occurred just off a tres- 
tle and at a sharp curve, while the 
train was running at a high rato of 
speed. The switch bad been set de- 
liberately for the side trocic and the 
lights bad been turned to mdicate a 
clear track. It evidently was the work 
either of train robUor^ or of persons 
maliciously inclined. A freigit '.rain 
was standing on the siding and before 
the passenger engineer saw the open 
switch, hla trala had pMsed through 
tt and onahad into fh« f rolghL

Wsshlngton, Jan. SS.— Immediately 
after the bbuae convened, the mem- 
bers of the committee on naval af- 
fairs, who have been investigating 
the Lessler bribery charges, tiled into 
the house and Mr. Foss (Ills.), chair- 
man of the committee, was immedi- 
ately recognised to offer a resolution 
to order a full iaTSStlgatloa of the 
charges. 

The resolution was as follows. 
"Whereaa, information has come to 
the committee on naval affairs, 
through a member of said committee, 
of an attempt to corruptly influence 
his action respecting proposed legisla- 
tion pending before said committee 
and the house. Resolved, that the 
oommittee on naval affairs, or such 
suboommlttee thereof as said commit- 
tee may appoint, be and it is hereby 
authorized and directed to fully inveb 
tlgate said matter." 

Mr. Richardson (Tenn.) interposed 
to suggest that the charges were 
vague and Indefinite. No names were 
given and he said It seemed to him 
that something more definite should 
be vouchesafed the bouse. Still, be 
said, he would not Insist If the com- 
mittee were satisfied. "Ask for the 
name," cried Mr. Sulzer (N. Y.) from 
his place in a side aisle. Mr. Wheeler 
(Ky.) assured Mr. Richardson that 
the minority of the committee were 
satisfied, whereupon the latter yielded 
and the resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

It Is alleged that Representative 
Lessler of New York, one of the mem- 
bers of the naval committee, was ap- 
proached with a bribe of t6,000 for 
his support of a proposition looking 
to an appropriation for additional 
submarine torpedo boats. This 
charge the committee will Investigfite. 

The bouse then proceeded with the 
Philippine coinage bill. 

In the course of the debate, Mr. 
Hill (Conn ) made the important 
statement tliat Secretary Shaw had 
informed him that a Mexican gentle- 
man was now in the city, In the Inter- 
est of an arrangement by which Mex- 
ico could adopt a currency system un- 
iform and interchangeable with that 
of the United States.

Washington, Jan. 22. — Upon the 
conclusion of routine business in the 
senate, Mr. Fairbanks announced that 
after the conferehoe with Mr. Quay 
he would not call up the immigration 
bill as he had Intmided. The state- 
hood bill then was taken up on mo- 
tion of Mr. Quay. 

Mr. Quay yielded to permit the pass- 
age of a bill to authorise the presi- 
dent to appoint Brigadier General B. 
C. Merriam, United States army, re- 
tired, to the grade of major ficneral 
on the retired list. A liill also was 
passed pwldlng for additional terms 
<ft court in the western Judicial dis 
trict of South Carolina. 

Mr. Bumhua then resumeil his re- 
marks in opposition to the omnibus 
statehood bill. 

Senators Foraker and Hanna are on 
different sides of the Quay flght for 
the statehood bill as developed In the 
vote demanded by Senator Cullom 
for an executive session of the body 
to consider the reciprocity treaty. Mr. 
Quay refused to permit an executive 
session until his statehood bill had 
been considered and a vote was taken 
on the motion to go Irto executive 
session. The result was a victory for 
Senators Quay and Foraker. the sen- 
ate refusing t) go into executive ses- 
sion. Senator Hanna TOtsd with the 
m'norlty. 

Philippine Tariff Amended. 

Washington. Jii*<. 22.— -The senate 
oommittee on the hlllppines author- 
ized a favorable report on the Philip 
pine tarin bill, v hich recently passed 
the house, but with Important amend- 
ments. The house bill carried a uni- 
form reduction of the tariff on Philip- 
pine goods Imported to the ITnited 
States, making the rate only 25 per 
cent of the rates Imposed by the 
Dingley law. The senate committee 
amended the bill so as to provide for 
the admission of all Philippine pro- 
duced articles free of duty except 
sugar and tobacco, and on these two 
commodities fixed the tariff at 50 per 
cent of the Dingh y schedules. 

Santiago, ChUe. Jan. M.— ^a OUi- 
Ian congress baa approved the bill 
authorising the government to Invite 
teiiders for the construction of a 
trans-Andlne railroad on the basis ot 
a guarantee of five per oent interest 
In the onst o( the work.

kni Restrictiea ef Trade Charged Agalait 
Looisville Tahacee Rxrhan^^e and 
Others ia Sails Fer Uamages. 

At Louisville Wednesday the Home 
Tobacco Company recently organized 
flied two suits sgalnst the Louisville 
Leaf Tobacco Exchange, the Louisville 
Tobacco Warehouse Company and mem- 
bers of the two orgsnisations. In one 
suit an injunction in nongbt ; in the 
other judgment is aeked for |3o,000 dam- 
ages. In both petitions, it is alleged 
that the defendants have formed an un- 
lawful combination in restriction of trsde 
and have boycotted the plaintifi. 

The petitions further chsrge that T. M. 
Averitt, J. W. Marks, J. L. Lsffen and J. 
J. Whitman, Puhlic Inspectors and Sam- 
plers of Leal Tobacco bandied in the lo- 
cal market, are "unlawfully dominated 
and controlled hy the unlawful conspira- 
tors, and refuse, at the direction of the 
Louisville Tobacco Warehouse Company, 
to inspect or sample any of the leaf other 
than that consigned to the members of 
the trust." 

It is charged that nearly all of the buy- 
ers in the Louisville market are intimi- 
dated and prevented from attemliii^t the 
sales st the Home warehouse by th« Lou- 
isville Leaf Tobaboo Exchange and the 
Louiftville Tobacco Warehouse. 

In addition to the Louisville Leaf To- 
bacco Exchange and the Louisville To- 
bacco Wnrehouee Company the individ- 
ual members are made defendants.

Denver. Jan 22. — The capitol 
has a warlike aapeot owing to 
tho presence of armed men In 

the liouse chamber and of a 
strong guard of policemen In plain 
clothes at all entrances to the senate 
chamber. An unfounded report that 
tho national guard, under orders 
from Governor Peabody, had taken 
possession of the state house, prob- 
ably had its origin in the fact that 
house Sergeant-at-Arma Plummer had 
posted 30 guards in and about tho 
house chamber to resist an antldpatr 
ed attempt of the supporters of EMI- 
ward O. Woloott. Republican candi- 
date for senator, to capture the hall. 
On every desk la a pair of big re- 
volvers and in the comers stand many 
repeating shotguns. These guarda 
are commanded by Sherman Bell of 
Rough Rider fame, and .lames H. 
Clark, who is noted for hi.s fighting 
prowess. The house has adjourned 
until Friday, but the antl-Woleott Re- 
publicans in control of the organiser 
tlon, will maintain their garrison un- 
til the fear of an anticipated raid has 
passed. At the senate chamber no 
display of weapons is made. The 
guards are all offlceni and patrol 
their stations quietly. 

The two senates, each of which re- 
fers to the other as the ■"rump," were 
In session and no progress appears to 
have been made toward a settlement 
of the differences between them. The 
body over which Lieutenant Oovernor 
Haggott presides, and which sits in 
his office, consists of 11 ri'^ularly 
elected Republican senators and eight 
Republican conteetants. who were de 
dared entitled to seats by the lieu- 
tenant governor and the 11 Republi- 
can senators, the 24 Democratic sen- 
ators refusing to vote when tlio ques- 
tion was put by the lieutenant (gov- 
ernor. The body which is holding the 
senste hall in the capitol sitting con- 
tinuously, ronsists of 24 regularly 
elooted Democratic senators and two 
Contf.stantK. wlio were seated in place 
of two of the 11 regularly elected Ke- 
publieana. 

Unfaithfulness to Teller.

A REMINISCENCE. 
The rabjelned paragraph ia aa extract 

from a sermon preached by Dr. Nowlin 
□pen the 8abj<>ct of "Divorce," and pnb- 
Uabed in the Lexington Herald of recent 
date. The reference to the "millionaire" 
recalls a sbameleea episode in tbe legis- 
latlve history of a great Sontbem Coua- 
moowealtb. The "ootraffs" was not so 
far arath aa Florida, nor was It Tery sey- 
agely denoanced by tbe local prese : 

There ia one and only one scriptural 
cause for divorce. It is sometimes hard 
to confine tbe causes for divorce to this 
one ground, yet this is the only acriptn- 
ral groand. A minister sboald never re- 
marry a person that has been divorced 
on any groond other than tbe scriptaral. 
I have in mind now tbe case of a millioc- 
aire who, it is alleied, bribed a legisla- 
ture at a coat of $100,000 to pass a law 
that be might aecare a divorce on the 
ground of insanity from bia wife, whom 
he bad promised to be faithful to antil 
death and who was in no way responsi- 
ble for her condition. Divorces not se- 
cured on scriptural grounds should not 
bt reeognized by the churches.

Waives Paid For Convict Labor Higher 
Thai Bver Before -Statisties u ta 
Naakeraf Prbtaen. 



The filth annual report oi tbe State 
Prison Commission, made to Gov. Beck- 
Iiara lh\f week, Hhowe the result of the 
operation of the two State prisons for tbe 
year beginning December I, 1901, and 
ending November 30, 1992, to have 
been succeesfal in every way. There 
are now und^r contract 650 men to tbe 
Frankfort Chair Company at 40 cents 
per day ; 400 to the Frankfort Shoe Msna- 
facturing Ck>mpany at 40 cents per day; 
160 to the Eddyville Collar Company at 
40 cents per day; 160 to the Kentucky 
Shoe MaDufactiiririK Coiripany at 42i 
cents per day ; 70 to tbe Louisville Broom 
Works at 8S cents per day; SO to the 
Kentucky Foundry Company at "0 cents 
per day; a total of 1,470 under contract 
in both penitentiaries. On January 1 
the contract pric^ far the men emplovfil 
by tbe Frankfort bhoe Company was in 
ciaaaed to 60 cents, the largeat |>rlea aver 
paid for convict labor. 

The report of the clerk of the mala 
prison shows for tbe year a deficit of fS,- 
684.18. Taking, however, as in lormer 
reports, permanent improvements made, 
arnountioK to $."i,21>(i 8(1 for merchandise, 
and $1,952 60 for labor in making tbe im- 
provements, it will be seen that the 
Franfcfort penitentiary has a clear profit 
of iSfiUb.lH. ILat more profit is not 
•bown is due to tbe high prioea of all ar> 
tides heeded for prison maintenance. 

The report of the Eddyville prison 
shows a defleitof $18,476, a decrease com- 
pared with that of last year of $<i60 01. 
Taking into consideration purchases for 
permanent repairs and improvements 
amounting to $8,090.60, rednoas the de- 
ficit to $10,384 50, tbe lowest in the his- 
tory of tbe prison. 

Siaoe the parole law became effective, 
198 prisonan have been ralaaaed tuider 
its provisions, and, with a single excep- 
tion, all have lived up to its reqaire- 
maato riaoa leaving tha priaoo. 

The report of Wardaa LOlard, of the 
Frankfort prison, shoars there are con- 
flaad 1,275 persons. During the year 612 
prisoners were received, 672 were re- 
leased, twenty-five died, three were trans- 
ferred to the insane asylum,- flftj>flve 
were paroled and sixtj-fiva ware pat- 
doned. 

Tbe report of Warden Henry Hager- 
man, of tbe branch prison at fjddyviUe, 
makes reoommendaUon for newoell room. 
He has 549 prisoners and only 414 wUe 
to confine them. During the year W6 
prisoaafa waaa* seoaivatf, tM^^alaa 
discharged, twenty-two were 
eight died and seventeen pardpnadL
